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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 


The Beginning of Religious Stamps 


Harry M. Savacool 


CHAPTER [| 


distinctively religious design? It might be because 

the country was deeply devoted to its religion. It 
would be pleasing to the devout to be able to think 
that such is always the case. Unfortunately it is not 
often the truth of the matter. A great many designs 
of religious significance are used on stamps without 
any religious motive whatsoever. Some religious 
characters, events and traditions become so blended 
with national pride and feeling that they lose their 
deeper and original significance and arouse little relig- 
ious feeling in the hearts of the majority. ‘The feelings 
that they invoke are national or racial pride. 

This is brought out in the case of the earliest of all 
stamps with a religious design. ‘lhe Virgin Islands, 
a dependency of Great Britain, in the West Indies 
began the issuing of stamps in 1866. The design of 
both No. 1 and No. 2, issued in that year, feature a 
picture of a virgin, the first surrounded by lamps and 
the latter without lamps. Over half of the Virgin 
Island stamps have borne, in some form or other, the 
figure of a Virgin. It is based, along with the name 
of the Islands, upon a very interesting religious tradi- 
tion. When discovered by Columbus in 1494 the 
Islands were named Las Virgenes (The Virgins) in 
honor of St. Ursula and her companions. It is har- 
mony with this historical incident that so many of 
. stamps of the Virgin Islands bear the picture of a 

irgin. 


Jas why should a nation issue a stamp with a 


The tradition of St. Ursula and her Virgins exists 
in several forms. All agree that she and eleven thou- 
sand virgin companions met a martyrs death defending 
their virginity from an army of the Huns at a point 
on the lower Rhine. It is also agreed that they were 
girls from Britain. One tradition asserts that they 
left Britain to escape the persecutions of Maximian 
and fell into the hands of the Huns near Cologne. 
Another and later tradition claims that Ursula and 
the eleven thousand Virgins were being shipped to 
Brittany as forced wives for men settlers there and 
were shipwrecked during their passage and slaughtered 
by Huns and Picts. According to some traditions 
Ursula was a princess of Britain. Modern scholars 
are of the opinion that the traditions are a complex 
growth of centuries and in the beginning founded upon 
a basis of truth. 


From this very interesting legend the Virgin Islands 
got their name and it is very natural that once it was 
thought of as a design for the stamps of the Islands it 


should find favor and be continued in use. While it is 
very likely that it was not used for reasons of religious 
propaganda the design and the story it represents does 
proclaim to those who know it a lesson in heroism for 
the sake of purity and religion. 

Another beautiful religious stamp design is that of 
Venezuela No. 118 issued in 1893. It shows Colum- 
bus and his companions giving thanks to God for the 
discovery of the country. The cross is prominent in 
the design. Of course this was not issued on account 
of its religious message but because of its connection 
with a great historical event. Nevertheless it preaches 
its sermon of the reverence for God of one of the great 
men of all time. 

It is very unlikely that the “King of Kings and Lion 
of Judah” of Abyssinia put the “Lion of Judah” upon 
his stamps in 1894 to honor Judah or the Jewish 
religion but more likely to proclaim to the world the 
Abyssinian emperor’s proud claim to be the direct 
descendant of King Solomon and the Queen of Sheba. 
Bible students will recall I Kings 10:1-10. 

In 1896-97 Belgium gave place on her stamps (No. 
74-76) to two pictures of St. Michael. On one he is 
shown in full armour with lance in hand. In the 
other design he is shown piercing the prostrate form 
of Satan with his lance. These are based on the tradi- 
tion that St. Michael as one of the principal angels was 
a chief officer in the heavenly war with Lucifer. St. 
Michael has been venerated as the patron saint of 
Christians in war and for some unaccountable reason 
as the patron saint of healing. He is also patron saint 
of the City of Brussels and as such his statue adorns 
the spire of St. Gadule Cathedral. It is because of 
being the patron saint of Brussels that St. Michael 
adorns these stamps issued in honor of the Brussels 
Exposition rather than for any purely religious reason. 
Still that does not keep these stamps from recalling to 
our minds an interesting religious legend and turning 
to our Bibles to read what is said of St. Michael in 
Daniel 10:13, 12:1, Jude 9, and Rev. 12:7-11. 

Little Malta, where Paul was shipwrecked, has pic- 
tured this dramatic scene on No. 18 of 1899, No. 65 of 
1919, No. 76 of 1921 and No. 96 of 1922. If you 
are fortunate enough to have one of these rather rare 
and expensive stamps in your collection you may well 
be proud of it. One can easily understand the govern- 
ment of little Malta being proud that a great Biblical 
event (Acts 27:1-28:11) took place on their island 
and proclaiming it to the world by way of the postage 
stamp.

The various books which have re- 
cently appeared, of which ‘Stamp 
Collecting for Profit”, and “Stamps 
as an Investment’’ are two, have led 
us to do a little thinking about their 
general subject and its relation to 
United States stamps in particular. 

Whether we say it or not all of 
us who collect United States stamps 
have a feeling that some day we 
will cash in on our holdings. Some 
of us salve our own consciences by 
secretly feeling that our unwarranted 
expenditures over and above the 
stamp budget, which are made to 
satisfy the collector craving, are in 
reality justified because the money is 
really not spent. Others seek to ap- 
pease the wifely wrath by pointing out 
the differences in value of stamps and 
stocks in the privacy of their own 
fireside. Still others publicly state 
their real purpose as buying stamps 
for investment. 

In fact, then, we are not stretch- 
ing the truth when we assert that 
most collectors of United States 
stamps are potential investors and in- 
cipient speculators. Such being the 


case, just what possibilities do our 
stamps offer from the investment 
angle? It is of course understood 


that an investment is in one of two 
classes. Both involve money but one 
is safer than the other. ‘The safer 
method is to place one’s money in 
some reliable institution paying a rea- 
sonable rate of interest. Such an in-

vestment is insured. ‘The other type 
requires spending money—turning it 
over for something else in the hope 
that some day it may be again turned 
back to cash—more cash than was ori- 
ginally paid for it. Such an invest- 
ment is the purchase of United States 


stamps. And, as such, it enters the 
speculative column. 
Therefore, before investing heav- 


ily—into which ranks you enter as 
soon as you purchase one more stamp 
than you need in your own collection 
—it might certainly be wise to figure 
out the various factors that go into 
making stamp values rise. Supply 
and demand is the natural answer 
and it is an important factor. How- 
ever, there are others just as impor- 
tant. Let us first cover supply and 
demand. Supply stops with the print- 
ing presses but demand goes on for- 


ever — sometimes but not always. 
When a stamp is issued everyone 
buys and as soon as it becomes obso- 


lete it starts to rise in value. It is 
not long before those investors who 
bought an extra sheet or two start 
to think of selling. Except in isolated 
instances, more common ten years 
ago than they are today, the investor 
finds little demand for his wares in 
spite of the fact that dealers’ lists 
show his stamps are selling for a 
good deal more than he paid for 
them. The answer is plain —the 
dealers wish first to realize on what 
they themselves bought, then they 
sell what they are forced to buy from 
distressed investors, who cannot hold 
on for the real rise in value, and 
finally they are willing to pay a 
premium when they must themselves 
go out and bid for needed material. 

Except in isolated instances, as 
mentioned before, this process takes 
a number of years and it is therefore 
a comparatively long period before 
the demand passes the supply. It is 
during this period that what is pure- 
ly a speculation in the first place be- 
comes either a loss or a real invest- 
ment. 

On the basis of this argument, 
then, stamps are a long term invest- 
ment and any one not more than 
reasonably sure that he can hold on

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for a considerable length of time 
should never attempt to consider in- 
vesting in United States stamps. We 
have not overlooked the fact that 
demand might even decrease but, as 
far as United States stamps are con- 
cerned, this is generally believed to 
be only the remotest possibility. How- 
ever, it bears watching. A consumer 
strike against high prices of stamps 
is as easily instigated as a_ strike 
against the high cost of pork and it 
does not take concerted effort to bring 


it about. One collector refusing to 
carry his collection back of 1920 or 


1930 will be repeated thousands of 
times in a short period once the idea 
starts to seed itself. 

In all the above our references 
have mainly concerned the investor 
in current and recent issues. There 
is another type who enters the field 
as a wholesale buyer at auctions or 
through dealers. He buys at ran- 
dom or exercises accurate discrimi- 
nation, depending on his knowledge 
of stamps and his investment sense. 
Naturally, he is matching his knowl- 
edge with the dealers, if he buys 
from them, and with collectors and 
dealers both at the auctions. This 
requires a knowledge not generally 
available without years of study as 
well as a realization of the differ- 


ence between wholesale and_ retail 
which, naturally, is a marked one— 
even in the stamp business. Only 


too often the refrigerator dealer who 
gets his +0 percent on every one he 
sells takes offense when offered a like 
consideration for his stamps. 

It may be argued as a general 
statement that the investor who buys 
today and finds he must sell tomor- 
row must take a loss of 40 percent 
unless he is wiser than most of us 


are. And, of course, this is not 
taking into consideration those for- 
tunate people who have’ enough 


money to buy enough stamps to force 
up the price without outside help, 
as they will probably never be in 
a position where they must buy to- 
day and sell tomorrow. Nor do we 
consider finds or steals which, by 
their very nature cannot be considered 
in the same class with regular pur- 
chases. Therefore, once again, we 
find that stamps are a long pull 
through speculation before we may 
consider them as an investment. 

It remains for us to consider, then, 
what has caused the rise in value 
of United States stamps during the 
past few. years. That the rise has 


|pear to be so attractive from an in- 
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occurred is evident. And it is this 
rise which has made our stamps ap- 


vestment standpoint. Without mak- 
ing too much effort to dampen this 


collective enthusiasm which has 
spread throughout the ranks of Uni- 
ted States collectors, we may be 


doing some one a good turn by point- 
ing out some of the causes for the 
rise which are not ordinarily evident 
to the average potential investor. We 
all know that collecting has increased 
by leaps and bounds, publicity has 
been handed out generously by the 
press and rosy haze of prosperity has 
blanketed the stamp business through 
the years of depression. We enjoy 
it and have profited by it but what 
is the other side of the picture. 

Turning the page we find jobless 
men, who have long been stamp col- 
lectors, lured into the game as the 
last means of making a living. Per- 
haps they have a thousand dollars, 
although some wholesalers will start 
you in the business for fifty. They 
begin to advertise to buy and sell. 
They find their United States selling 
and they buy to replace—to build 
up a stock. Soon the thousand is in- 
vested in a nice group of United 
States stamps. This has been easily 
repeated a thousand times in the past 
few years. A thousand times a thou- 
sand is a million and a million dol- 
lars stuck away in stock books will 
force any market up. Naturally prices 
have risen and there are thousands 
more who are potential dealers. In 
fact what collector is not. 


The rude awakening is the next 
step. That mistaken notion, that 
true heresy, that dealing in stamps 
is an easy way to make money soon 
hecomes evident to the inexperienced 
ind poorly capitalized one time col- 
‘ector. He finds all is not beer and 
pretzels in the stamp business. Silent- 





ly he folds up his books. His stamps 
are distributed to his creditors and 
the lesson ends. Or, returning pros- 
perity restores his regular job and 
the stock of stamps is pushed on to 
the next buyer. 

Here is where the showdown 
comes. Just as surely as the depres- 
sion produced new dealers so will 
prosperity turn them back to other 
channels. Just as surely as the cycle 
of popularity and publicity for stamp 
collecting reaches a peak, so will it 
return to its ordinary level. When 
this happens—when the tumult sub- 
sides and the unnatural holdings re- 
turn to the dealers who are dealers 
because they want to be and know 
how to be—then the investor will 
wonder whether United States stamps 
are such a safe thing to have. There 
will still be a steady demand but 
there is bound to be an increased and 
not immediately absorbable supply. 
Unless you can ride out this inevit- 
able setback stick to stamp collecting 
—not investing.

On Thursday, October 24, 
promptly at noon, ceremonies 
held at the Bureau of Engraving 
Printing incidental to starting 
presses on the Michigan stamps.

Harllee Branch, Second Assistant and 
Mr. Clinton B. Eilenberger, Third 
Assistant, Mr. Roy M. North, Dep- 
uty Third Assistant, and Mr. Robert 
E. Fellers, Superintendent, Division 
of Stamps, and Mr. Alvin W. Hall, 
Director, Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, a large gathering of inter- 
ested collectors and non-collectors was 
present. ‘The Collectors Club of 
Washington, under the leadership of 
their President, Frank A. Bickert, 
sent a representative group. 

The Michigan commemorative is 
being run on the rotary presses, an 
initial order of 65 million stamps 
was sent in, and the plate numbers 
on this first day run were 21467 
and 21470. ‘There little doubt 
but what two other plates have been 
made, the usual precaution taken in

case the two now on the presses 
should have an accident. The plate 
numbers will be given as soon as 
announced.

ground to set the State Seal off to 
great advantage, the flags draped at 
either side of the seal lend a certain 
amount of balance, and the scenes 
depicted at the bottom are so well 
executed in miniature form by the 
engraver that there is no appearance 
of crowded or overloaded designing.

ON THE BERKSHIRE TRAIL 


While there were roads on Har-| 
sen’s Island, the section below, 
to the fact that it consisted of thou- 
sands of islands, could not be ap- 
proached except by boat. The Star 
Island House was probably seven 
miles from the nearest road. Hence, 
in order to serve the numerous cot- 
tages and hotels in this section, a 
mail man was assigned duty on these 
boats. I think there was a man on 
both the T'ashmoo and the City of 
Toledo, but I doubt if there was one 
on the third boat. I believe the mail 
man had the same status as a city let- 
ter carrier or a rural mail man. A 
stateroom was provided for him on 
the boat and I imagine his meals like- 


wise. The mail for each dock stop was | 


made up into small bags, and if there 
were no passengers for a particular 
stop, the boat ran in close and the 
mail bag was thrown to the dock. 
Return mail was picked up in the 
same manner. I believe the towns 
along the St. Clair River were served 
by means of the electric interurban 
line and did not participate in this 
rural service by boat, the mail man’s

hae ceasing at Algonac. 

Evidently the cover in question was 
|picked up by the City of Toledo on 
the morning of August 14, 1902 on 
| its return trip to Detroit. Probably 
from some guest in the Star Island 
House to a relative or friend in Fos- 
toria. 

Owing to the coming of the auto- 
mobile and the relative inaccessibility 
of this section, one by one the hotels 
and clubs have closed their doors un- 
til today there are but two clubs and 
one hotel operating. However, many 
of us still have our cottages there. 
The road on Harsen’s Island has been 
extended and improved and an auto 
ferry provides transportation to the 
Island. A speed boat ferry takes 
passengers from the end of the road 
to their cottages. 

I trust the foregoing will explain 
the peculiar conditions which were 
responsible for a rural free delivery 
service,—by boat.

Winter season is the time when ac- 
tivity is rampant in philatelic lines 
but the air mail cover collecting dies 
down in its activity as to possible 
events. Still, much research on the 
subject can be made during these 
months and active trading can be car- 
ried on. We have a wealth of ma- 
terial on hand in connection with va- 
rious first flights in the European 
countries which we will use as re- 
search material from time to time. 
And while cold weather keeps one 
closer to home in the evenings, we 
would appreciate it if you will assist 
us by making a few inquiries on the 
several airports that we mention as 
being established from time to time 
and reporting to us. 


Gustav Kuhran of Elmhurst, L. I., 
N. Y., comes to the fore in response 
to our query concerning cachets, etc. 
on the first American Rocket Mail. 
He states that he received one and 
had one of the covers lost in the first 
explosion. A triangular shaped cachet, 
2 inches on the side with the point 
down, reading “Carried via Rocket 
Post, Sept. 22, 1935” was applied to 
the covers in green.
